THE EiRMEit DNIPOIIM AT CiMMunaE.— 


A correspondent from Wnshiugton, D. 0., 
who may send ug other similar favorn, for- 
words tho following, which will be new to 
many of our readers us it waa to ourselves. 
It is law II, chapter B of the lawa of Har- 
vard College, as amended in 1801: "All the 
undergraduates shall bo clothed in coats of 
blu« gray, or of dark blue, or of black. And 
no student shall appear within the limits of 
the college or town of Cambridge in any 
coat of any othef color, unless he shall have 
on a night gown, or, in stormy or cold 
weather, an outside garment over n coat. 
Nor shall a surtout, or an outside garment 
of any other color than blue gray or dark 
blue, or black be substituted for the uni- 
form coat. But the students are permitted 
to wear black gowus, in which they may ap- 
pear on all public occasions. They ahall not 
wear gold or silver lace, cord or edging 
upon their hats, waistcoats, or any parts of 
their clothing. And whosoever shall vio- 
late any of these regulations shall be fined n 
sum not less than eighty cents, uor nioro 
than §1.(!0 for each otfence; and if any one 
persist in such violation, ho shall be subject 
to higher censures."
